Quick Action Necessary if K.C.R. is 
Not to be Delayed 


In answer to a letter of inquiry The Outcrop has re- 
ceived acommunication from a friend in Ottawa stating 
that the Kootenay Central Railway Company are applying 
for an extension of time in which to cumplete the road and 
the extension is almost certain to be granted. Ourinform- 
antiadds that he had not learned whether the company are 
applying for any revote of the subsidy granted. 

This is startling news for everyone who has taken an 
interest in tue building of the road. 

It may be well here to point out that it can only be 
an extension of the subsidy that the company seeks, as its 
charter does not expire until 1909, provided $150,000 is 
expended by June 25th next, which. provision there can 
now be no doubt as to its being fulfilled. But the subsidy 
act provides that the road shall be completed by August 
2nd, 1907, and, therefore, it must be that the company are 
applying fur an extension of time on the subsidy, or more 
properly a revote of the subsidy. 

This is certainly a very serious riatter to the whole 
of this va'ley, and the very thing they have hoped and 
believed would not be tolerated at Ottawa. Nevertheless, 
from careful inquiries made The Outcrop has been unable 
to learn of a single person who has taken the trouble to 
write to Ottawa informing the ‘tovernment of the situation 
here and the desire of the people along the route of the 
road, Anything worth having is worth the asking, and the 
neglect in the matter is greatly to be regretted. 

However, it may not yet be too late to intervene and 
the general impression here is that immediate steps should 
be taken in the matter and telegrams will likely be sent 
from every point along the route enquiring if a revote has 
been applied for and protesting against it being granted.
